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Claims 15 and 89-95 are presented for examination. 
The remarks filed on have been received and entered. 

Claims 15 and 89-95 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as being anticipated by 
Hubbard et al. for the reasons set forth on page 2 of the office action of February 13, 
2004. 

Claims 15 and 88-95 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness -type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 37 
and 46-50 of the office action of February 13, 2004. 

Applicant's arguments and declaration have been carefully considered, but are 
not deemed to be persuasive. Applicant in his declaration attempts to show that the 
plasma concentration of Ritalin in patient 2 of Hubbard reference actually decreases 
over the 6 hour period. Applicant is reminded that the claims of the instant application 
are drawn to "substantially ascending", and the presented data in figures 3 as preferred 
embodiment of the invention show a sharp decline up to about three hours and a 
sustained release up to eight hours. Applicant has presented no evidence to establish 
the unexpected or unobvious nature of the claimed invention, and as such, the prior 
rejection sustains.
